Calais An important port on the
north coast of Francs, and only 22 miles
across the Strait from Dover. Eng
land. Dover, in turn, is only 65 miles
from London. Calais is 55 miles
northwest of Lillie. The population
or the city is about 65,000. former
ly Calais was a celebrated, fortress,
It Is now defended by four forts, none
of which is of modern construction. It
also has a citadel, built 360 years ago.
and a few modern batteries. The old
town stands on an island, hemmed
in by the canal and the harbor basin,
which divide It from the extensive
manufacturing Quarters of St. Pierre.
The city is the principal port for 'the
trans-continent- al passenger traffic
with. -- England, carried - on "by the
Southeastern and Chatham and ' the
Northern of France railways. Thaverage number of passengers carried
annually was upwards of 300,000 be
tore the present war.

Graudenz A town In West Prussia
on the right bank of the, Vistula, 37
miles north by northeast of Thorn and
38 miles from Russian Poland. Itan important place in. the system of
merman rortincauons. and has a ear
rison of considerable size. Its fortress,
Which since 1873 has been used r
barracks and military depot, and asa prison, is situated on a steep em.
inence about one and a half miles
north of the town, and outside itslimits. It was completed by Frederickthe Great in 1776 and was rendered
ramous through its defence by Cour
biere against the French In 107.
Graudenz is a place of considerable
manufacturing activities. From 16S5
to 1759 it was held by Sweden, and in
1772 it came into the possession of
rrussia. it nas a (population of aboutu,uuo.

Dandig A strong maritime fortressand seaport, the capital of WestPrussia, on the western bank of theVistula, 253 miles northeast of Berlin
by raij. its population is close
1 5,000. The strong, fortifications
which, with ramparts, bastions andwatered ditches, formerly entirely
surrounded the city, were removed on
the north and west sides in 1895-189- 8.

fences remain, with 20 bastions. Inthe hands of the military authorities,the machinery for flooding the sur-
rounding country on the eastern sidehave been modernized. The western
side is defended by a cordon of fortscrowning the hills.

The population
of iBromber fs about 60.000. -- It in

Now, what are the lessons these and
many like experiences ought to teach
me for next year?

I confess that the facts puzzle me-
lt has been, on the whole, a good sea- -

son for my sorts of crops. But I cant,
thus far, get much real light on what .

my manures and fertilizers did tow-
ards making it such. I can see what
the weather has done. I can see what
the results of our frequent showers:
have been. Does it mean that there
was so much humus and plant-foo-d
stored up in my gardens from past
manurings that all they needed was
frequent watering to release it? Would
my crops have been earlier ana better,
this particular year, if I hadn't put on
any manure at all? It surely looks eo.
In some cases.

On the other hand, such years as the
two preceding this wouldn't have re-
turned my seed but for copious fer
tilization.

Bless us, but this farming prepoaU
t'on is a Chinese puzzle, if there ever
was one!

I haven't given up guessing yet, said
I'm not going to. There ere five acres
of facts facing me right here, which
might about as well be five acres of
mixed enigmas. But there must be
an answer if my old eyes could only
see it.

And there isn't a farmer in Connec
ticut who hasn't from five to five hun
dred acres of just such puzzlement -

It may seem a queer time o' year to

talk about fertilizers. But it isn't.
Fertilizer talk is always, on time, if
it's worth talking at alL In my own
personal experience I've found that
the very best time of all to plan out
my next year's fertilizer camoaign is
wnue the results or this season s work
are right before my eyes.

We all fertilized or manured, more
or less, last spring, for our crops. Now
tne crops are here, we have an ex
hibit spread out right under our noses
of the results. When could there pos
sibly be a better time to study our
failures and plan to better even our
successes?

Only. I beg you, don't make the
mistake which some farmers do of
asci-ibiru- r every failure and every suc
cess soly. to the right or-- wrong use
of fertilizer. That s what the test!
monial writers of the commercial fer
tilizers do. It's the sort of stuff whicn
the fertilizer companies print gladly in
their advertisements.

isevertheless. it isn t always nor
often fair. It savors of quacks and
quackery.

When a quack doctor's patient gets
well, the quack always advertises the
recovery as the work of his "Universal
Cure-all- ." But the real physician Is
more modest about his medicaments.
They have their uses as antidotes to
some systemic poison or aids to na
ture. He resorts to them when the di
agnosis calls for them. But he is us
ually the first to admit that any real
and permanent "cure' is the work of
Nature, and that; the best service he
can do his patient is to help Nature in
ts curative processes or, at least, re

move some obstacles from its .way.
Fertilizers are soil drugs, medicines,

tonics, ed foods, etc. . They
are mighty useful and helpful. But
they aren't' the wnole thing.

The fertilizer manufacturers print
fancy catalogues, with wonderful tes-
timonials from farmers, here r and
there., about what their particular
brands have done for those particular
farmers. . The catalogues often include
undoubtedly accurate photographs of
phenomenal yields "grown ,on

Superlative Thosphate".
When I see those pictures. I always

want to know something more, about
them. The kind of soil, for one thing.
The kind of tillage, for another thing.
Whether It was a hot or a cool sum-
mer, for another thing. Whether it
was dry or wet, for another thing.
Whether the rain came in a few big
drenching storms or in numerous bl-da- lly

sprinkling showers, for another
thing. Whether the nights were cold
after parboiling - days, . for ' another
thing. Whether the wild weeds and
briars grew rank on the unfertilized,
untitled hillsides, for another thing.
And so on.

I tell you. there are lots of factors
beside manure and fertilizers which
go into the making of a bunkum crop
of anything, whether corn ana pota-
toes or. golden-r- ol and bayberries.

lustrations of this, the present summer
In my truck-patc- h. Five acres of
"garden-sass- " isn't sufficient to war
rant the making of dogmatic asser.
tions addressed to men cultivating
farm crops by the hundred acres. But,
on the other hand, one is able to
watch things closer- - and study them
more deeply on five acres than on a
hundred4. The multiplication table in
eludes only, small numbers. It runs
only to twelve. But, once knowing it.
the scholar .can multiply millions by
millions. The lesser often leads the
way to the larger.

To begin with, I was short of ma-
nure last spring, and short of money
to buy high-pric- ed .commercial fer
tilizers. That isn"- a very uncommon
condition with farmers, big or little.

So I iust bontrht what I could af Iford of the costlier grades and tried
a lot of cheap lime and ground rock for
the remainder. The season has been
moist and rather cool. We have had erless than a half-doz- en real hot days.
and even fewer hot nights. At the I
Faroe time, the rainfall has been not
excessive but frequent. We have had
no drenching, soaking, three-da- y

storms, but showers every day or two.
The brooks are low, almost as if in a
drouth- - But the upper surface of the
garden is moist and has been all sum
mer. I haven't been able to raise a
dust-mul- ch the whole season because
the surface never got dry enough to
make dust. Why When my first cel
ery got big enough to need handling,
it had to stand two iuu weens un
touched, because during all that time,
though there wasn't rain enough to
affect the springs, there were showers
every day to keep the top dirt along
side that celery wet.

Well, now for a few Instances:
I cave mv potatoes the smallest ma

nuring they ever had on this farm.
Moreover, they had to be planted on
ground which had grown potatoes me
two years preceding, making three
consecutive yeans in potatoes on the
same ground which is not natural po-
tato ground, either. I planted five
varieties, running from extra early to
fairly late. Part of the patch is dry
gravelly loam; part reclaimed swamp
and not so thoroughly reclaimed, at
that, but It Is mighty aoggy soil, this
season. The yield ia the biggest the
patch has ever given me. The quality
is high, barring the scab which infests
some bits of it. And here comes in one
puzzle which I can't yet solve. The
tubers which grow in the we,t swampy
parts are invariably smooth, fair,
scabless; those growing in the dry
parts of the rows are invariably scab
toy. No lime nor ashes were used, and
all the seed was soaked in corrosive
sublimate solution. All the neighbor
ing potato growers with whom I have
had a chance to compare notes report
the same mystery. Potatoes growing
on soggy soil ere smooth and mealy;
those growing on dry soil are rough
aad scabby and watery.

And no two of us manured or culti-
vated just alike! And the season has
been moister than any for several
years!

I gave my pole beans, Limas, etc., a
rather heavy manuring. The - dwarf
beans got practically no manure. Both
grew more luxuriantly than ever before
in my experience. But the unmanured
string beans bore a phenomenal crop,
phenomenally early, while the manured
pole beans are two weeks late and such
a tangle of vines as I never want to
struggle through again. Last year.
with just ordinary manuring, those
same beans were puny, eickly vines,
with practically no beans at all on
them. That's why I shoveled on the
extra manure this spring. As the year
has turned out. Id have done better
bad. I put on no manure at all.

But how's a fellow going to know,
in May, what the weather is to be in
July and August?

Sweet corn had -- racticallv no sta
ble manure: Just a little dirty hay and
straw plowed under, and a sprinkling
of lime and ground rock harrowed in.
The patch has been in com for at
least fifteen consecutive yeans, too. It's
the biggest yield of stalks and the fill-ing-

yield of roasting ears I've had
within memory. And the pumpkins
planted among it and the turnips sow
ed through it are growing as rank as
weeds around a manure heap. Y ester
day I broke six huge ears of Ever
green com from one hill and left more
than as many, which were not quite
big enough, but will be in a week, on
the same hill of five stalks. I don't
remember ever seeing anything like It.
